Washington. March 12.—The senate by 
gnanimous consent today agreed to vote 
on the Colombian canal treaty Tuesday. 
The amendments to the treaty are to be 
considered Monday. The _ request for 
unanimous agreement was made by Sen- 
ator Frye. The agreement is in part as 
follows: 

“That, not later than 
the vote upon the resolutian for ratifica- 
tion shall be taken without further de- 
bate. That the injunction of secrecy 
shall be removed from the speeches of 
Senator Morgan already printed and sub- 
mitted to senators, including that to be 
made by him on the response to the sen- 
ate resolution calling for information as 
to the agreement between the Panama 
Canal Company and Our government, and 
they shall be printed in The Record, and 
that the speeches made for 
and against the ratification of the treaty 
during the hour of general debate allowed 
each side shall be printed in The Record 
{n like manner as the speeches of Sena- 
tor Morgan.”’ 

On motion of Senator Gorman the in- 
junction of secrecy was removed from 
fhe agreement. 

Many republicans agree that the two 
amendments proposed by the democrats 
ought to he adopted, but they fear any 
changes will endanger the treaty.

Cuban Treaty Discussed. 
The executive session of the senate to- 
day was taken up largely with the de- 


tails of the agreement to vot@ on the 


Panama canal treaty. and after the 
agréement was reached, Senator Morgan 
did not manifest any disposition to pro- 
ceed with the discussion of that treaty. 
Senator Cullom thereupon asked the sen- 
ate to take up the Cuban treaty. which 
he has just reported from the committee 
On foreign relations, but Senator Foster, 
of Louisiana, objected, saying that his 
colleague, Senator McEnery, who desired 
to speak on the treaty, was absent. This 
objection had the effect of preventing a 
formal consideration of the treaty, as 
such, but there was more or less discus- 
sion of the effect of the amendment to re- 
quire the approval of the treaty by the 
house. Senator Foster asked when, un- 
der that amendment, the treaty would 
take effect and several republican sen- 
ators made reply. The general opinion 
was that it could not become effective 
until after legislation by bill or joint res- 
olution, in which both houses of congress 
should concur. 

Among the senators who expressed the 
opinion that the treaty would not be- 
come effective under the operation of the 
amendment until approved by both houses 
of congress were Senators Allison, Platt 
of Connecticut, Teller and Bacon. These 
Senators also contended that the action 
of the house on reciprocity treaties is nec- 
essary in order to conform to the con- 
ftittuion of the United States. Senator 
Allison, who always has taken a leading 
part in tariff and financial legislation, was 
quite emphatic in his expression of this 
view, and he cited the senate to a number 
of reciprocity treaties, in all of which 
treaties the cooperation of the two houses 
of congress had been secured. 


Teller on Sugar Trust. 

After concluding his remarks on the ef- 
fect of the new amendment, Senator Tel- 
ler discussed the merits of the treaty in 
cetail, contending that it was a direct 
thrust at the sugar industry of the United 
States and that its effect would be entirely 
*n the interest of the sugar trust, which 
he claimed would be benefited to the ex- 
tent of no less than $6,000,000 annually by 
the reduction of the duties on raw sugar. 
He also declared the amendment recom- 
mended try the committee on foreign rela- 
tions which provides that reduction on 
Cuban sugar during the life of the treaty 
Shall not be more than 20 per cent and 
that during this time there shall not be 
reduction on sugar imported from any 
other foreign country, had been inserted 
merely for the purpose of catching the 
votes of senators from sugar-producing 
States. He-asserted that it could have no 
Possible effect in binding the government 
of the United States if its congress should 
Gecree otherwise. In other words, he 
said this enactment could be repealed just

Senators Platt, of Connecticut, and 
Dietrich, of Nebraska, replied to Mr. Tel- 
ler.

Contention of Democrats. 

This amendment removes from this 
treaty the grave qvestion whether the 
president and the senate have the power 
to changes the tariff laws by a treaty 
made with a foreign government. The 
original treaty assumed that the presi- 
dent and senate have this power and 
contained no provision recognizing that 
an act of congress would bé necessary 
to make the treaty effective. The demo- 
cratic senators have from the beginning 
strenuoutly contended that the president 
and the senate do not have this power 
under the constitution, and have insisted 
that the Cuban treaty should be _ so 
amended that it should not be effective 
until made so by act or joint resolution 
of congress. This contention is based 
upon the constitutional provision repos- 
ing in ‘“‘the congress" the power ‘‘to lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts and 
excises,”’ 

When the treaty was before the senate 
foreign relations committee-in the last 
eongress, Senator Bacon, representing the 
democratic contention in this regard, of- 
fered an amendment that the treaty 
should not go into effect until approved 
by the congress. This amendment was 
then voted down by the committee and 
the treaty was reported to the senate 
without it. 

When the present executive session of 
the senate began the treaty was again 
referred to the committee on foreign re- 
lations, and again Senator Bacon, by 
instruction of the democratic steering 
committee, offered the same amendment 
and it was finally accepted by the com- 
mittee and reported to the senate. 

The cemocratic senators claim this as 
a distinct victory, having in view their 
contention as above stated and the fact 
that in the last congress the republicans 
opposed the amendment and refused to 
permit it to be attached to thé treaty. 
The democrats have regarded this as the 
most serious question involved jin the 
Cuban treaty and if the amendment had 
not been finally conceded by the republi- 
cans the treaty would doubtless have 
been defeated. 


Cuban Fight for House. 


The practical effect of this is to carry 
the Cuban tariff fight over to the regu- 
lar session of the new congress. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might call an extra ses- 
sion of congress to consider it, but he 
has been advised against this by republi- 
can leaders, who agree that the reports 
from Cuba show that the conditions there 


are not at all bad and there is therefore 


no call for extraordinary haste at this 
end of the line. 

A renewal of the sensational contest 
over this question in the hotise is assured. 
It will be recalled that at the first ses- 
sion of the last congress the house put 
upon this Cuban bill a provision remoy- 
ing from the tariff law the differentia] 
which protects the sugar trust at the 
expense of the American consumer. <A 
fight will be made to repeat this action. 
The whole tariff question will doubtless 
be opened up in the house and the senate 
when the Cuban matter gets before it 
next winter. 

The amendments made to the treaty by 
the committee at the last session of con- 
gress were renewed at today’s meeting 
and were accepted without discussion. 
One of these provides for a reduction of 
40 per cent in the tariff on American 
cattle shipped into Cuba, and the other 
is a provision prohibiting in explicit 
terms a further reduction than 20 per cent 
in the duty on Cuban sugar shipped into 
the United States, and also prohibiting 
reductions in the rates of sugar coming 
into the United States from other coun- 
tries. 

The democratic senators as a rule ex- 
press themselves as satisfied to allow 
the Cuban treaty to be acted upon with 
the amendment for submission to the 
house added. They say that this addition 
meets their demands on the question of 
principle, and that if there is any fur- 
ther opposition it will come from indi- 
vidual senators and not from the demo- 
crats as a whole. A leading democratic 
senator said today after the treaty as 
amended had been reported to the sen- 
ate:

MURDERED WIFE 
AND SIX BABIES 


Krauss Then Inflicted Mortal 
Wounds on Himself, 


He Used a Sledge Hammer To Crush 
Skulls of Sleeping Wife and 
Children and Then Placed 
the Seven Bodies Side 
by Side. 


St. Louis, Mo., March § 12.—Adolph 
Krauss, a farmer living near Bellefon- 
taine, last night killed his wife and six 
children with a sledge hammer. He then 
knocked nimself unconscious with the 
hammer, and at midnijzht was dying. 

It is believed Krauss suddenly became 
insane. He had the reputation among 
cis neighbors of being a quiet, inoffensive, 
industrious farmer, and no other cause 
but insanity has beem assigned. Early 
last night John Krauss, a brother, went 
to Adolph's house. The lights were out, 
but the unlocked, and this 
aroused his suspicions. He entered the 
house, and upon striking a light found 
that there had been a tragedy. 

From all that can be learned, Adolph 
Krauss entered the house some time yes- 
ierday afternoor armed with a sledge 
hammer. Without warning he struck his 
wife on the head, killing her instantly, 
then seizing his first child, 12 years of 
age, he deait ner a fatal blow. The other 
five children were killed similarly, the 
youngest being a six months’ old babe. 
Krauss then placed the seven bodies side 
by side on the fioor in one room, seized 
‘ne hammer and dealt himself a blow on 
the head. He fell unconscious z]lmost in 
line with his victims. When John Krauss 
discovered the tragedy tonight he. imme- 
ciately summoned the police. The mur- 
derer will probably die by morning.

SOME DEVELOPMENTS 
ARE EXPECTED SHORTLY 


Outline of Gould Plan for Effecting 
Consolidation of His Southwest- 
ern Roads with Brunswick 
for Terminus on the 
Atlantic. 


New York, March 12.~—(Special.)—George 
J. Gould plans to reach tidewater on the 
Atlantic coast at a more southerly port 
than Baltimore, as well as at that city. 
The second tidewater point will probably 
be Brunswick, Ga. Baltimore is to be 
the tidewater port for the Wabash con- 
nection with the West Virginia Central 
and the Western Maryland. Gould's Tex- 
as Pacific and International and Great 
Northern roads are reaching over into the 
south and if present plans are carried out 
will be into Birmingham almost as quick- 
ly as the Rock Island will be through the 
pigchase of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Gould plan for effecting a south- 
western consolidation, to be known as 
the “Greater Missouri Pacific system,’’ 
includes ports for exports on the Atlan- 
tic coast as well as on the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Both the International and Great 
Northern and the Texas and Pacific will! 
afford splendid southwestern connections 
for a line in which the Goulds are in- 
terested. This line will within a short 
time carry them from Shreveport, La., 
to Vicksburg, and on to Meridian, in 
Mississippi, a long step forward toward 
Birmingham. 

The connection from Shreveport to Del- 
ta, on the Mississippi river, which the 
Goulds will secure, is the Vicksburg, 
Shreveport and Pacific. 

The transportation across the Missis- 
sippi to Vicksburg will be by the railway 
ferry owned by the Mississippi and Louts- 
jana Transportation Company. 

Once tnto Vicksburg a line could be very 
easily built as a distance of ahout 200 
miles to Birmingham, or by absorbing 
the Alabama and Vicksburg, tHe Gould 
system would be brought to Meridian, 
leaving a gap of only about 60 miles into 
Birmingham. Should the Rock Island 
and St. Louis and San Francisco combi- 
nation not make a deal with the Central 
of Georgia, which Mr. Morgan controis, 
and the Brunswick and Birmingham, 
which could be extended to connect with 
the Georgia Central at Americu8, Mr. 
Gould could arrange either a traffic agree- 
ment with the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham, or actually absorb the property, 
building the additional 200 miles, which 
has been surveyed and located from ir- 
winville. Ga., to Birmingham.

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AE, Batson Is Found Guilty 
at Lake Charles, La 


Batson Took the Verdict Quietly, but 
His Mother Became Hysterical. 
Batson Was Tried for the 
Butchery of the Earl 

Family. 


Lake Charles, La., March 12.—The sec- 
ond trial of A. E. Batson, charged with 
the murder of seven members of the Ear! 
family, near Welsh; La., was concluded 
here this evening, the jury finding the 
accused guilty as charged. 

Batson took the verdict -quietly, and 
Mrs. Payne, his mother, although her 
| face showed grief and deep thought, her 
eyelids did not quiver and she sat with 
her hands to her lips and with downcast 
eyes. Batson also seemed sad and quiet, 
but otherwise there was no noticeable 
change in him. He whispered a few 
words to his mother while a deathlike 
stillness reigned in the court. For a sec- 
ond time Batson stood convicted and for 
a second time he will be sentenced to 
death. 

The defense has only reserved two bills 
of exceptions, one of which is based on 
the testimony of Mrs, Maud Ear! In- 
gram, who declared that the handwriting 
in the notice found. near Ward Earl’s 
house was not in her brother's handwrit- 
ing. As she was not an expert the de- 
fense objected to -her testimony in this 
respect. It was on. a similar point that 
the supreme court reversed the finding of 
this court and gave Batson a new trial. 

Mrs. Payne sat rigid as a marble statue 
for some minutes and then with a deep 
groan she sank back in her chair, her 
eyes rolled wildly for a few moments 
and she became as. pale as marble. A 
score of deputy sheriffs Surrounded her 
and a physician was sent for. 

Batson sat with his arms around his 
mother’s neck and a couch was procured 
and the woman laid upon it pending the 
arrival of the physician. Her lips were 
bloodless and at times she gasped for 
breath. Batson drew his chair over be- 
side the couch and finally his mother re- 
vived and then became hysterical. She 
threw her arms about her son and sob 
after sob was sent from her breast. Then 
she commenced weeping and was carried 
into the ante room on the couch and Bat- 
son was taken back to the parish jail to 
await sentence.

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HIGHER, EVER HIGHER, 
GREAT RIVER SWELLS 
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CLIMAX OF THE FLOOD 
TO COME NEXT WEEK 


Washington, March 12.—The 
weather bureau tonight issued the 
following special river bulletin: 

The Ohio river at Evansville will 
not change materially during the 
next two days, but will continue 
to rise below. At Paducah a stage 
of about 47.5 feet will be reached, 
while at Cairo a stage of between 
50.5 and 61 feet will probably be 
reached by Saturday night. 

The Tennessee will change but lit 
tle unless heavy rains set in again- 

The Mississippi, from Chester 
suthward, will continue to rise. In 
the Memphis district the rise has 
continued at an increased rate, as 
indicated in the special bulletin of 
the 1lith instance. The stage at 
Memphis this evening was 35.8 feet, 
a rise of 0.6 foot since Wednesday 
evening, while at Helena Thursday 
morning it was 45.3 feet, a rise of 
0.2 foot. A stage of about 37 feet 
is indicated at Memphis Friday 
night or Saturday and Sv highest 
stage will be reached about Wed- 
nesday, March 18. At Helena the 
maximum stage will be in the 
neighborhood of 49 feet, all esi- 
mates being based upon the 4s- 
sumption that the levees will re- 
main intact. The only trouble thus 
far reported has been at Caruth- 
ersville, Mo., where the levee is still 
in danger. 

Below Helena the rise will con- 
tinue steQdily and there is no pres- 
ent indication that revision of pre- 
vious estimates will be necessary. 
The Red and the Quachita rivers 
will also continue to rise for the 
next six or seven days, with stages 
of 37 and 43 feet, respectively, at 
Alexandria and Monroe, 3 or 4 feet 
above the danger lines. At New 
Orleans preparations continue for a 
21-foot stagé.

Gravity of Flood Situation 
Along the Mississippi 
Increases. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 12.—There is 
little change in the river situation to- 
right and although the rise today has 
been slight the situation is still consid- 
ered grave and a stage of more than 38 
feet is still expected. The gauge tonight 
shows 35.8 and rising an advance of .02 
since midnight last night. 

Dispatches. from Caruthersville say that 
the situation there is practically un- 
changed and that the embankments will 
hold a stage of water 3 feet greater than 
at present. These dispatches are from 
private individuals and ‘if the govern- 
ment engineers have regeived advices 
from Caruthersville today they have not 
made them public. Captain Lucas, United 
States engineer in charge of the first and 
second districts, left today for Helena, 
Ark., to personally inspect conditions in 
the White river district. The government 
steamer Mercury left today for Helena 
with supplies and men for Assistant En- 
gineer Levasseur, who is in charge of the 
levee strengthening work at that point. 


Gap in the Levees. 

The Robert E. Lee left today for the 
south, carrying supplies and men for the 
levee engineers at Cat island, where the 
rush of the waters through the 17-mile 
xap in the levees is causing uneasiness. 
The James Lee left for the north with 
men and supplies for the engineers at 
ecan Point where strengthening work is 
in progress on the embankments. No 
néws bas been received from the area in 
Mississippi county, Arkansas, which was 
reported flooded yesterday by water hav- 
ing percolated through the embankments, 

The engineers here say that the crest 
of the rise wil! probably reach Memphis 
Sunday unless there are further heavy 
rains generally over the area drained by 


the tributaries of the Mississippi in the 
meantime. They predict a record break- 
ing stage of water on account of the fact 
that the levees are all holding against 
the flood. During the high water of 1837 
the river at Memphis was 40 miles broad 
and there were no embankments on the 
Arkansas shore to back up the waters 
and narrow the channel of the river. 
Should the embankments hotd the crest 
of the Mse will pass Memphis quicker 
than otherwise would be the case and 
the danger of breaks fin the levees below 
this city will be greatlv increased. For 
this reason the situation helowy Memphis 
is now that which is developing most 
concern ’ 


Situation at Caruthersville.

Engineer Kilpatrick telegraphs that the 
new levee can hold five additional feet 
of water and that tbe situation is well 
in hand. 

he levee 2? miles south of Caruthers- 
ville is caving hadly and the greatest 
danger is looked for at that poinf. The 
country for 50 miles arourd Caruthersville 
is flooded and railway traffic has heen 
suspended. Landing places along the 
river are submerged, many towns are en- 
tirely surrounded and the river has backed 
up for miles, 

Another weak spot in the levee sys- 
tem apparent now is at Vancluse, Ark. A 
“sand boil’ appeared there just back ° 
of the levee Tuesday between the horns 
of a bend in the river west of Lake 
Chicot. The “bofl” was promptly sup- 
pressed, but its appearance indicated an 
underground fissure that may prove dan- 
gerous. Vancluse is in the third United 
States district under the sypervision of 
Captain Charles L. Potter. 

The work of distributing supplies and 
establishing substations along the levee 
system will continue until all danger is 
past. The St. Francis levee board and 
Captain Lueas are contnuing their work 
of supervision of the levees from New 
Madrid, Mo., to the beginning of the 
third division, near the mouth of White 
river.

More Convicts Wanted. 


Jackson, Miss., March 12.—Governor 
Longino has recefved scores of telegrams 
from the levee district this morning, adl 
of an apprehensive nature. The levee 
board at Clarksdale believes that the 
levees tn Issaquena county are in great 
danger and has asked for more convicts 
at once, free labor being scarce. Warden 
Henry, who is on the scene, was ordered 
to rush all convicts possible from the 
state farms on special trajns. They will 
be distributed at weak points along the 
line. Sharkey county telegraphs a re- 
quest for tentg, as the break in the levees 
above there will render hundreds home- 
less, but the governor has no authority 
to send tents belonging to the federal 
government. So far no breaks are re- 
ported on the Mississippi side and the 
levees are being closely guarded to pre- 
vent cutting by parties on the opposite 
side. No one on the ground seems to 
doubt an unprecedented overflow. 

Rising at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, March 12.—The river here 
is rising more rapidly now. Today the 
gauge marked 18.7, a rise of 0.3 of a foot 
in twenty-four hours, bringing it within 
ag of the record of 1897. The weather 
continues rainy and cloudy. An increased 
force of men was put to work along the 
river front today and sacking is now to 
be carried on all along the line. The en- 
gineers are without advices today from 
other points in the state. 

Captain Bromwell, United States en- 
gineer, and the state engineers said to- 
night that there had been no trouble 
anywhere and the levees were in good 
condition. Guards are on duty every- 
where, and there are men and material 
on hand at convenient points to be rushed 
to wherever danger arises. The local 
levee board ts piling up a double row of 
earth-filled sacks all along the city front 
as an extra precaution, but no weak 
spots have developed. While the river 
is rapidly reaching the highest mark 
ever attained and the weather continues 
bad, everybody is confident that the 
levee system, on which millions have 
been spent, will triumphantly withstand 
the strain. The river stage at 8 p. m. 
was 18.8, a rise of one-tenth In the past 
twelve hours.

Columbus, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)— 
Holding up his own wife with a pistol 
and robbing her of $500 is the startling 
charge against Eugene Howell, a well- 
dressed young man of Augusta, who was 
arrested here by the police vesterday and 
who was carried to Augusta tonight by 
an officer. 

Howell was carried to Augusta by his 
own father in H. P. Hughes, who 
had been deputized an officer. The 
young man married his daughter some 
time ago, and it is charged that about 
a month after the marriage he robbed 
his bride in the manner above stated. 
The police recovered over $00 of the 
money today, finding it in his trunk. 

Recently Howell was fined in the supe- 
rior court of Muscogee county for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. He was engaged 
to be married to a young lady here. 

Found Beef, but No Corpse. 

An abandoned well under a house, cov- 
ered with boards, and bloody clothing 
in the yard were the ingredients in what 
looked like a murder mystery at No. 220 
Fifth street this morning. 

Miss Mattie Hill, who lives at this 
number, had had some clothing washed, 
and they were left clean 
the back yard. Going out to get the 
clothing the next morning she was Ssur- 
prised to find blood all over one of the 
dresses. Murder was suggested, and the 
dragging of the old well was deemed in 
order. A policeman was sent for, and 
from the blood found about the premises, 
and various suspicious circumstances, he 
thought the case worthy of official in- 
vestigation. Coroner Clements was sent 
for and had a bailiff to go into the house, 
pull the boards off the mouth of the well 
and look down into it. The bailiff de- 
clared that he saw a woman in the wa- 
ter with her hand projecting out. An 
old colored well digger, Henry Gilbert, 
‘as sent down into the well, but declared 
the only thing he could find was a piece 
of beef.

The warrant 
was sworn :out by B. F. Gary, who 
boarded at the same place where Clark 
has been stopping, No. 933 Fifth avenue. 
He alleges that Clark stole his pistol. 
When Clark left in such an unceremo- 
nious manner he was wearing a suit of 
clothing belonging to Mr. Armstrong, 
another lodger. 

It is now thought that the man’s story 
was a fabrication from beginning to end; 
that he was never shot at Richland or 
anywhere else; that his arm was not 
broken, and that he merely had it band- 
aged to substantiate his story. The ob- 
ject of his mysterious conduct cannot be 
fathomed. When he was in Richland 
he had the gun and the suit of clothing, 
and just why he returned to Columbus 
at all is not understood. It is sgid that his 
real name is Charley High. 

Clark’s remarkable case has kept the 
newspaper reporters and the police on 
the jump for two days, but since he 
has disappeared the only persons who 
are worrying about him are his fellow 
boarders.

RELIGIOUS ROW

Heated Debate Begins in 
the Chamber in Regard 
to Catholic Orders. 


Paris, March 12.—The chamber of depu- 
ties was the center of great interest to- 
day at the opening of the debate on the 
religious orders. A large crowd filled the 
galleries and the floor of the chamber 
was also crowded. The ministerial bench 
was occupied by Premier Combes and 
most of his associates in the ministry. 

Previous discussions of the subject this 
session have involved incidental phases, 
such as the use of the Breton dialect in 
the schools, but today’s debate involved 
the main issue, the question of the dis- 
continuance of teaching by the religious 
orders. The matter came up on a prop- 
osition, submitted by the premier, refus- 
ing the request for authorization to teach 
made by fifty-four male religious congre- 
gations. This had been made a spectal 
order of the day, the expectation of the 
majority being that the debate would 
continue from six to ten days before a 
decisive vote could be taken. 

Owing to the strength shown by the 
ministry on the recent test votes the adop- 
tion of the premier’s proposition was 
considered practically certain. 

The early stages of the debate today 
were devoid of exciting features. The 
Abbe Gayraud, Catholic republican, and 
M. Lerolle, conservative, spoke against 
the proposition.

THEY WILL STAY UNTIL APRIL. 


Battle Ships Will Remain in Pensa- 
cola Two Months Longer. 

Pensacola, Fila., March 12.—Admiral 
Higginson, commander in chief of the 
north Atlantic squadron, has announced 
that the battle ships composing the 
squadron will now remain in Pensacola 
harbor for nearly two months longer, 
leaving here during the first portion of 
May. The original programme was for 
the ships to sail for Norfolk during the 
early portion of April, remaining here 
only a little over one month, but inas- 
much as they are now engaged in va- 
rious drills ashore and in the harbor 
it is thought best that they stay at Pen- 
sacola. The Texas is receiving repairs 
at the navy yard, and many of the ves- 
sels are getting necessary overhauling, 
especially to the machinery, after three 
months of constant running. In addition 
to this the Illinois will go to New Orleans 
to be docked in about three weeks and 
will probably remain at least two weeks. 
The new Maine is hourly expected from 
Norfolk to join the fleet. 

A few days after the Maine's arrival 
she will go out into the open gulf, ac- 
companied by some of the other ships, 
when a test of her speed will be made. 
Last night witnessed a pretty search- 
light drill among the seven battle ships, 
It was for the amusement of about 500 
guests on board the Kearsarge. who were 
tendered a reception by the officers of the 
fleet.

The brief business of the session 
was transacted quickly and in order and 
without discussion, the people seeming 
anxious to put a period to the closing 
chapter of the story of strife and dis- 
sention and to end the unpleasant matter 
as soon as possible, 

There were no speeches either from the 
pastor or the members, The pastor 
merely stated that the conference had 
been called for the purpose of transact-~- 
ing busines relating to himself and sug- 
gested that some one else be chosen as 
moderator. Dr. W. W. Landrum, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, was elected 
moderator, after having preached an elo- 
quent and forceful sermon. The pastor 
then tendered his resignation, with the 
request that he, his wife, and his son be 
granted letters of dismission from the 
eburch. The ppaper was read by Clerk 
William Grubbs, who stated that the 
beard of deacons recommended its ac- 
ceptance. 

On motion of Frank Taylor, one of the 
supporters of the pastor the recom- 
mendation on both propositions was ac- 
cepted as a whole. No further business 
was considered and the conference ad- 
journed, having been in session only a 
few minutes. 

Dr. Holtzclaw’s Resignation. 

The following is the formal resignation: 

“To the Jones Avenue Baptist Church. 
Dear Brethren: I beg herewith to tender 
my resignation, to take effect tonight. I 
ask also that vou do me the kindness to 
suspend one of the rules of the church 
and grant letters of dismission to myself, |

letters of dismission was presented and 
accepted. It is learned that the action 
of the deacons was unanimous, They 
then recommended that the church take 
similar action. 

The deacons requested Mr. Holtzclaw 
to preach at both the morning and night 
services at the church Sunday, and this 
he agreed to do, sO announcing to the 
congregation last night. He stated that 
he would preach his farewell sermon Sun- 
day night. 

It was stated last night by a member 
of the church that a number of the mem- 
bers who have supported the pastor will 
request their letters and withdraw from 
the church at the next conference in 
April. Among the number are mentioned 
certain members of the board of dea- 
cons. 

‘These members,” he said, “will not 
withdraw because of any feeling toward 
any of the other members, but simply 
because thev do not want to take part 
in any further church wrangles.” 

The fiftv-nine members who were re- 
cently excluded will be reinstated into 
full membership in the chureh at the 
next conference. The special council 
council which investigated the trouble 
held that the exclusion of these members 
was illegal. 

Rev. Mr. Holtzclaw stated last night 
at the conclusion of the conference that 
he has not yet decided on his future 
plans. He says that he has two fields In 
view, from both of which he has re- 
ceived propositions, but that he has 
reached no decision as to accepting 
either It is expected that he will remain 
in Atlanta for some time; or until he’ 
formulates definite plans. 

The board of deacons last night took 
steps to raise the back salary due Hev. 
Mr. Holtzclaw, and it is likely that he 
will be paid in full In a short time. It 
is stateq that the back salary amounts 
to little more than $300. It is understood 
that the minister made a statement to 
the deacons which @issipated any likeli- 
hood that he would bring suit to recover 
the amount, aS has been rumored. The 
church has not yet taken steps toward 
securing another pastor, and it is not 
known when this will be done.

JOINS IN FIGHT 


Jewish Rabbi to Speak On 
Sunday Closing 


Favors Massee Ordinance, Which Is 
Opposed by People of Macon 
Churches—New Interest Is 
Caused by Entry Into 
Discussion.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 12.—(S8pecial.)—While 
the Massee ordinance regulating the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath day commer- 
cially is slumbering in the hands of the 
committee to which ft was referred the 
problems involved are still a Hve and in- 
teresting question among the people of 
all classes and of all religious beliefs. 

Two factions have been created since 
the Massee ordinance was given to the 
public through The Atlanta Constitution 
and the Macon papers, and with each 
day the feeling between the two elements 
is growing more and more intense. 

The faction opposed to the ordinance, 
the faction wanting closed doors, is in- 
dustriously laboring for the defeat of Mr. 
Massee’s pet scheme and its ranks have 
shown a growth until it is questionable 
now as to which of the two parties could 
outvote if a public ballot were resorted 
to, 

Opposed to this church element is one 
equally as strong, composed of some of 
the leading business and professional 
men of the city. 

This faction will tomorrow find a zeal- 
ous and industrious advocate, probably a 
leader, in the Rev. Dr. Pace E. Marcus- 
s0n, of the Jewish synagogue in this city, 
for tomorrow night Rabbi Marcusson 
will address a crowded temple and will 
take issue with the men of the pulpit 
who are advocating closed doors on the 
Sabbath day. 

Before the ministers of the city spoke 
from their pulpits last Sunday many 
of them sent invitations to citizens. Dr. 
White, of the Baptist church, invited 
among others the members of the con- 
gregation who worship at Beth Israel, 
and a large number of Macon's most 
prominent Hebrews was in attendance. 
To this portion of his congregation Dr. 
White made a special plea, declaring 
that the Sunday selling ordinance was 
radically wrong. 

He urged upon the Hebrews the neces- 
sity of observing Sunday, claiming that 
it should be respected by them as much 
as by the Gentiles, as it is a legal hol- 
iday. Dr. White based his request upon 
the fact that two holidays in the week 
are too many for any people. 

Rabbi Marcusson will reply to this fea- 
ture of Dr. White's address and has re- 
quested the presence of not only the 
members of the board of aider- 
men and state officials, but many prom- 
inent Gentiles Macon. 

To some of these wr. Marcusson to- 
night indicated the Iine of his argument. 
Hie will take the position that according 
to the interpretation of the United States 
courts Sunday is not a legal holiday, but 
simply a day which ts observed under 
police regulation. 

He will cite the fact that the Jews 
do not entertain the same views as to 
the observance of the Sabbath as do the 
Gentiles. He will insist that instead of 
making the day one of meditation and 
prayer it should be made a day for 
throwing aside thouguts that burden and 
tax the mind and for making merry. 

The fact that Jews do not visit ceme- 
teries on their Sabbath ~¢cause it is cal- 
culated to produce thoughts of sadness 
and sorrow will be emphasized. 

The rabbi will claim, according to his 
declaration when discussing the matter 
tonight, that his race has a deep respect 
for the laws of the land, and for that 
reason observes the Sabbath in matters 
of business the same as Christians. But 
Dr. Marcusson will insist that it is im- 
practicable for the Hebrews to observe 
the Sabbath day in the same spirit as 
their Christian friends.

That ought to be long enough to bring 
out the truth. Anyway, it is as long 
as innocent persons ought to be under 
suspicion when Their names have bedén 
in everybody's reouth since the murder 
was first reported.’’ 

Arrangements for the funeral of Mr. 
and Mrs. Pennell have been practically 
completed. The services, which will be 


' quiet and simple, will be held tomorrow, 


after which the bodies will be taken to 
Brunswick, Me., for interment, 

The fact that all persons known to be 
concerned in the Burdick mystery will 
give in public the statements they made 
before the district attorney will doubt- 
less make the proceedings before Justice 
Murphy at the inquest, which will begin 
next Tuesday, most interesting. 

Another move having an important bear- 
ing on the Burdick case was decided upon 
today after District Attorney Coatseworth 
had conferred with Chie? of Detectives 
Cusack, The authorities have determined 
to obtain the telegrams that passed be- 
tween Mrs. Rurdick and Mrs, Hull be- 
fore the murder of Burdick.

The tele- 
grams may not be material ¢o Me case, 
but the authorities want to see them. 

Edwin L. Burdick’s will, which is to be 
offered for prebate tomorrow, cuts off 
Mrs. Burdick and bequeaths the estate 
share and share alike to the three chil- 
dren. A clause in the will naming three 
executors and guardian’ for the children 
will likely be contested on the ground 
that the appointment is void, . because 
Mrs. Burdick is still alive. Burdick’s es- 
tate is worth about $80,000, consisting of 
$55,000 in property, real and personal, and 
$26,000 in life insurance. Since she is cut 
off in the will, Mrs. Burdick will get only 
one-third of the real estate and none of 
the personal property, 

Mrs, Seth T. Paine, who is one of the 
witnesses wanted for the Burdick in- 
quest, left the city tonight. Whither she 
went is not definitely known by the po- 
lice, but at a late hour tonight it was 
Stated positively by a police official that 
she had left the city.

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observers predict that it will go above 
the record, which was 38.25 in 1892, while 
many think it will go over 29. 

Many plantations are partly flooded 
and a gauge of 39 feet would mean the 
inundation of every plantation unpro- 
tected by levées. Many plantations with- 
In the levee districts are partially over- 
flowed by the accumulation of rain water 
in lakes, swamps and bayous. The rain 
fall since January 1 to 8 o'clock tonight 
has been 2.1 inches. The ground was 
already saturated with water and this, 
with high water in the river, has caused 
the unprecedented high water in the 
lakes, swamps and bayous. 

The town of Pineville is partially flood- 
ed and several families have been forced 
to abandon their homes. 

The flood conditions are regarded as 
serious, but the levees have been raised 
and strengthened and there is no danger 
to this city, 


Fine Plantations Overflooded. 


Natchez, Miss.. March 12.--The Missis- 
sippil river is running over the private 
levee at Ashland and Cypress Grove. in 
Jackson county, opposite Goldmans. Even 
though the levee should hold out, the rise 
in the river is sufficient to inundate Gum 
Ridge and eight or ten of the fincst cot- 
ten plantations in Jefferson county. 

The Democrat has received authorita- 
tive information that the Texas and Pe- 
cific embankment at Bougere, in lower 
Concordia parish, La.. is holding against 
the water. A large force is at work 
strengtneninge and filling the embank- 
mert where it meets thé state levee on the 
south end. . 

The three local packets retirned this 
evening fram Bayou Sara on the south 
end Vicksburg on the north. They had 
full loads of refugees and live stock. 

Heavy showers fell this afternoon, the 
bayous and creeks are overflowing their 
banks. The river is 2.3 over the danger 
line and rising at the rate of four inches 
a day. 


Disquieting Reports. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 12.—Disquieting 
reports came from Issaquena and Coa- 
homa counties tenight. where there are 
said to be :nany weak places tn the levee 
lines. At these danger points large forces 
of men and great quantities of materials 
are concentrated and strenuous efforts are 
being made to hold the earthworke. An 
additional force of state convicts was or- 
dered out this morning by the governor. 
The most disquieting feature of the sit- 
vation todav has been a steady fall of rain 
which is plaving havoc with the new 
work. Indications tonight point to con- 
tinued raing. Should a break occur in 
either the Iseaquera or Coahcma line 
thousands of acres of the richest janas 
in Yazco Mississippi district would be ir- 
undated and thousands of negroes ren- 
aeled destitute. 

At this point the river continues to rise 
slowly, the guage at 7 p. m. registering 
47.9, a rise of one-tenth since 8 a. m. 


Steamer Goes Down in Flood. 


Shreveport, La.. March 12.—The stern 
wheel boat Barlow, Captain William 
Maikell, struck a snag in Red river 6 
miles above Shreveport this morning ard 
sunk in 7 feet of water. She carried a 
full cargo of provisions for plantations 
along the upper Red river. Her crew of 
five men are said to have escaped. The 
accident occurred opposite Colquitt’s land- 
ing, which cannot be reached by tele- 
graph or telephone. No particulars are 
obtainable. 


Break Near Cairo.

The decree, which wag issued in com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
birthday of Alexander III, is considered 
to be the most significant act of state 
since the emancipation of the serfs. The 
public hails it as the proclamation of a 
new era, opening up bright prospects of 
the early improvement of Russian inter- 
nal administration. 

Although the Jewish faith is not specit- 
ically mentioned in the czar’s decree, it 
ts believed that the liberty granted to 
“all creeds’ is intended to include the 


Jews. 
Text of the Decree. 

The text of the ddecree is as follows: 

“On ascending the throne of our ances- 
tors, by the providence of God, we made 
a solemn vow before the Almighty and 
our conscience to sacredly guard the 
centuries old pillars of Russian power 
and to dedicate our life to the service of 
our beloved fatherland in indefatigable 
solicitude for our subjects. We chose, in 
order to assure the well being of our 
people, the way indicated by the memor- 
able deeds of our predecessors, especially 
our never-to-be-forgotten father. God 
pleased to interrupt the deeds of our 
father by his early death and thus laid 
on us the sacred duty of completing the 
consoldation of order and truth begun 
by him in conformity with the exigencies 
of national life. The troubles agitating 
our country, which to our deep regret 
nave partly been sown by designs hostile 
to the state and partly engendered by 
doctrines foreign to Russian life, hinder 
the general work of ameliorating the well 
being of our people. These troubles con- 
fuse the public mind, remove the people 
from productive labor and often ruin 
families dear to our heart and young 
energies among high and low, necessary 
to the internal development of country. 
In demanding the fulfiillment of this our 
will, while remaining strongly opposed to 
any violation of the normal course of na- 
tional life and having confidence that all 
will loyally discharge their local duties, 
we are irrevocably decided to satisfy the 
needs for which the state has become 
ripe and have deemed it expedient to 
strengthen and decree the undeviating 
observance of the principles of tolerance 
laid down by the fundamental laws of 
the Russian empire, which, recognizing 
the orthodox church as the ruling one, to 
grant to all of our subjects of other re- 
gions and to all foreign persuasions 
freedom of creed and worship in accord- 
ance with other rights, and we are 
further resolved to continue the active 
carrying out of measures for the im- 
provement of the material position of the 
orthodox rural clergy, while enabling 
them to take a larger share in public 


life. 
To Improve Village Life. 

In accordance with impending meas- 
ures for the consolidation of the national 
economy, the efforts of the state credit 
institutions, and especially the nobles 
and peasants’ banks, should be directed 
to strengthening and developing the wel- 
fare and fundamental pillars of Russian 
village life and that of the local nobil- 
ity and peasantry.

A CHANCE TO SAVE THE STATE $60,000. 


When the Georgia legislature at its 


last session passed Senator 


Skelton’s bill changing the legislative sessions from winter to summer, 
some objection was made (and it was the only one) on the ground that 
the change would involve virtually an “extra” session of the legislature 
or, at least, add another year to the life of the existing general as- 


sembly. 


Senator Skelton stated at the time his bill was under consideration, 
in answer to this objection, that he would, himself, offer a resolution 
at the next session providing for two sessions of twenty-five days each, 
instead of fifty-day sessions, as now allowed by law; thus limiting the 
life of the present general assembly to 100 days in all—that being the full 
term for which it was originally elected. 

More recently, however, another proposition has been under discus- 
sion by leading members of the house and senate, as told of in to- 


day’s Constitution. This 


modified plan contemplates a fifteen or twen- 


ty-day session of the legislature this year and a thirty or thirty-five-day 

session next year—the idea being to limit the present body to fifty more 

legislative days, as suggested by the author of the summer session bill.

The University as a Business Propo- , 


sition. 

A great deal has’ been said and 
written about the million-dollar Pres- 
byterian university which it is pro- 
posed to locate in Atlanta, but as yet 
it has hardly been considered in a 
commercial light. And very properly 
so, perhaps; for it is not entirely 
right or fair to treat an educational in- 
vestment as a business proposition, 
because its value cannot be measured 
by dollars. 

But if the proposed Presbyterian 
university is subjected to this test, 
and the far-reaching benefits of its 
educational, uplifting and inspiring in- 
fluence are left out of the calculation 
altogether, it will still appeal to us 
more strongly than almost anything 
that has ever been brought to the at- 
tention of our people. Considered in 
its commercial light alone, it will be 
found to be one of the best paying 
investments Atlanta has ever made. 
Let us, then, regard it from this 
standpoint for a moment: 

The community at large is called 
upon to raise $100,000 to locate the 
university here, the Presbyterians 
having pledged the remainder of $250,- 
000. If we do not raise the $100,000, 
we get nothing. Let us see what we 
are likely to secure if we do raise it.: 

In the first place, there will be a fac- 
ulty of not less than fifty professors, 
who will earn and spend here not less 
than $2,000 per annum each. The fac- 
ulty, then, will be worth $100,000 a 
year to Atlanta. 

In the second place, the students 
will spend at least $200 per annum 
each. How many students. will 
there be? Vanderbilt university 
has 100 professors and 890 stu- 
dents. The University of the 
South (Sewanee) has fortyone pro- 
fessors and 357 students. The = Uni- 
versity of Virginia has fifty-six profes- 
sors and 620 students. Princeton has 
101 professors and 1,400 students. The 
heavily endowed universities of the 
South (Sewanee) has forty-one pro- 
fessors and 2,000 to 4,000 students 
each. : 

It is, therefore, a conservative esti- 
mate to place the average number of 
students at 500 during the first decade. 
At the low estimate of $200 each, they 
will spend in Atlanta $100,000 per an- 
num. The chances are that their act- 
ual expenditures will be 50 per cent 
more .uan this. : 

We have then, by an exceedingly 
conservative estimate, an annual ex- 
penditure of $200,000 in Atlanta by 
reason of the existence of the Presby- 
terian university. The community 
will get back each year twice its in- 
vestment, and within a decade twenty 
times the investment. Dividends of 
2,000 per cent in ten years cannot be 
equalled by any purely business insti- 
tution in Georgia. 

But this is not all.. The attendance 
on institutions of higher education is 
growing far more rapidly than com- 
mon school attendance. The number 
of pupils in common schools in the 
United States increased 30 per cent 


from 1890 to 1900. The number of 
students in American colleges in- 
creased 67 per cent from 1890 to 1901. 
The growth of higher education is 
twice as rapid as that of common 
schools. 

With this tendency of the times, it 
is fair to assume that the average at- 
tendance of the second decade at the 
Presbyterian university will be two- 
thirds larger, or more than 800. That 


| would equal the present attendance at 


Vanderbilt. This would bring to At- 
lanta a faculty of 100 and expenditures 
each year of $200,000 by professors 
and $160,000 by students, total $360,- 
000. 

But this is not taking into consid- 
eration the tremendous development 
of the south. The day is not far dis- 
tant when the principal southern uni- 
versities will rival those of the north 
and west, 

It is a fact not generally known that 
when the cataclysm of the civil war 
overtook the southern states they had 
more students in colleges per thou- 
sand population than any section of 
the union. We are laying the basis of 
prosperity which will bring us back 
to that educational eminence. Of the 
many blessings which will attend that 
happy consummation we will not 
speak in this artgle, for it is limited 
to the commercial aspects of the 
proposition. Viewed from that stand- 


point alone, can there be any ques- 
tion as to the wisdom of such an in- 
vestment?

Timber in Cuba. 

The opportunities for American 
capital in Cuba seem to be many. Out- 
side of the principal industries of su- 
gar and tobacco, and outside also of 
concessions which call for the invest- 
ment of large sums of money, there 
seem to be openings in a number of 
different lines. 

United Statse Consul Baehr, at Cien- 
fuegos, says that in the eastern part 
of Cuba there are many complaints of 
the lack of milling facilities for 
dressed lumber. The saw mills al- 
ready established there are small af- 
fairs and of not much utility, and in 
the opinion of lumber dealers it would 
pay some American to come there and 
establish a modern saw mill. The 
United States consul states that a 
prominent lumber dealer of Cienfue 
gos has leased the best mill site in 
that vicinity and stands ready to of- 
fer it, free of rent, to any enterpris- 
ing American who will establish a 
modern saw mill. ~- 

The fact that an American firm has 
established a good saw mill in Havana 
and is now buying logs in Cienfuegos 
and shipping them to the mill, pay- 
ing freight rates equal to a shipment 
to the United States, is cited as evi- 
dence that the establishment of a mil] 
at Cienfuegos would be _ profitable. 
There is much work on the large 
plantations that are being revived and 
it is expected there will be consider- 
able in connection with the new Cu- 
ban Central railroad. 


Mr. Baehr thinks that there is a 


good outcome in the export timber 
business of Cuba. The two principal 
export woods are mahogany and ce- 
dar. These are steadily increasing in 
value and the choice timber lands on 
the north coast, as well as those ad- 
jacent to the new railroad, are rapid- 
ly increasing in value. There are, 
however, good mahogany lands on the 
south coast that may yet be purchased 
at a low figure.

Still Hitting at Roosevelt. 


President Roosevelt's activity in the 
matter of the coal strike settlement 
still sticks in the craw of the direct 
representatives of the operators and 
the financial interests allied with 
them.

Witness the following concerning the 
Waterbury riot troubles:

The 
murder in Waterbury is but one of the 
fruits of the systematic coddling of law- 
lessness that began with the befriending 
of John Mitchell and his unédon in Penn- 
Sylvania throughout a series of murder- 
cus crimes that has no parallel. 

Viewed in the light of The Sun’s 
former criticisms of President Roose- 
velt for his action in connection with 
the coal strike, this declaration will 
be construed—and is doubtless intend- 
ed to be construed—as a hit at the 
man in the white house.

The Melon Growers’ Problem. 

What the cantaloupe and watermelon 
growers of southwest Georgia will realize 
on their crops this year will depend near- 
ly as much upon their ability to market 
them judiciously as upon the size and 
character of the crops themselves.—aAl- 
bany Herald. 

The growers of melons can learn 
something from the peach growers in 
this connec tion. The latter, a few 
years ago, were wholly at the mercy 
of the commission men—with the re- 
sult that, instead of satisfactory re- 
turns from their shipments, they re- 
ceived reports of ‘‘glutted markets,” 
“peaches sold to pay freight,” and all 
that sort of thing. They finally 
adopted a practical, business-like 
method of marketing their products, 
and now these same commission men 
are glad enough to come to them and 
pay for their fruit, even’ before it 
leaves the packing houses. The re- 
sult has been thousands of dollars 
saved to the peach growers annually. 

The melon growers are, necessarily, 
under greater disadvantages in this 
respect, in that their product is more 
perishable—and, perhaps, at times, 
in less demand. But they could gain 
a great deal by concerted action; by 
adopting the same businesslike meth- 
ods that the peach growers have 
adopted. They would. even be better 
off if they should feed their melons 
to the hogs, rather than rush them 
to already glutted markets or turn 
them over to irresponsible commission 
men to do with as they see fit. 

It is a problem, of course, which 
they will have to figure out for them- 
selves; but we deem it not out of 
place to suggest that the experience 
of the peach growers would be of 
some value to them in this connec- 


tion.

Drought at the Capitol. 

At last the sale of liquor in the 
capitol building at Washington has 
been brought to an end. The prohibi- 
tion movement, begun by Representa- 
tive Landis as a joke upon those who 
were insisting that the sale of beer to 
immigrants at Ellis island should be 
prohibited, has become effective 
through orders of the proper authori- 
ties that the action of congress should 
be respected by those holding the res- 
taurant privileges at the capitol, and 
in the future the thirsty statesman 
must carry his own blind tiger about 
with him. 

The open bar which has been run 
in connection with the house restau- 
rant has been a disgrace to the coun- 
try. In the senate restaurant there 
are no liquors sold by the drink and 
the casual visitor who sits in that sec- 
tion set apart for outsiders can get 
nothing to quench his thirst unless he 
purchases {t by the bottle. An occa- 
sional bottle of beer ig seen on the 
tables of lunchers, but there is no 
drinking in the general sense. The 
house restaurant, although under the 
same management, has been conduct- 
ed on a different plan. There any 
man could purchase drinks of any 
kind just as he could in any barroom 
on Pennsylvania avenue. The com- 
plaints about drinking at the capitol 
ave all been due to the conduct of 
this house barroom. 

Members of the house have time 
and again passed bills for the aboli- 


tol, confident that such measures 
would be killed by the senate. Time 
and again this was done. Finally, 
however, the senate saw fit to take 
the house at its word and when this 
last prohibitory provision went to the 
senate as part of the immigration bill, 
the senate promptly passed it. 

The promiscuous sale of liquor is 
certainly out of place in the capitol 
building. The action of congress in 
abolishing this bar and prohibiting 
the sale of all kinds of liquor will 
meet the approval of the American 
public.

CURRENT COMMENT. 
The Pituitary Gland. 


Denver Times: The scientists are bound 
to make us live forever. Hardly a day 
passes that some one of them does not 
discover the secret of life. Sometimes it 
is the action of salt on the heart, again 
it is the effect of a powder on the skin, 
and still later it is the digging out of the 


‘terobe of old age. 

The latest scientific sensation, however, 
is somewhat more to the point, though 
not quite so Nikola-Tesla-esque in its 
promises. It does not foreshadow eternal 
life in the body—at least not right away. 

This discovery is made by Dr. C. E. de 
M. Sajous, of Philadelphia. It ig to tle 
effect that the pituitary body or gland, be- 
fore considered of no value in the cere- 
bral economy of man, is the real center of 
life. In addition to this, the Philadel- 
phia savant asserts that it will respond 
to medical treatment, and that almost 
any ill that flesh is heir to will succumb, 
if the right effect is produced on the pit- 
ultary body, 

To those benighted mortals who were 
not aware that they had a pituitary gland 
concealed about their persons, it should 
be explained that it is a small ovoid 
body which lies under the surface of the 
cerebrum. It can hardly be described 
as the vermiform appendix of the brain, 
but has been generally regarded as of 
about the same relative importance.

New Use for the Injunction. 

Savannah News: An injunction pre- 
venting strikers from injuring the prop- 
erty of the corporation or company by 
which they are employed or interfering 
with employees not out on strike is a very 
common legal order, but is not the in- 
junction issued by Judge Adams, of the 
United States district court in St. Louis, 
restraining the grievance committee of 
the trainmen and firemen of the Wabash 
railread from encouraging those men to 
strike, a rather unusual order? It 
amounts practically to an order of the 
court against a strike.

affected by a strike than go out on strike. 
In the Wabash railroad case about 1,100 
men are dissatisfied and probably 3,000 or 
4,000 are contented with their treatment 
and wages.

The Tariff on Coal. 

Denver Times: If Cuban reciprocity is 
pushed in congress New England will 
demand the aboliticn of the tariff on coal, 
regardless of present restrictions as to 
percentage of carbcn In anthracite. 

Figures compiled by the Boston cham- 
ber of commerce show that for the year 
just passed the coal shortage of Boston 
was 529,221 tons. The total receipts of 
anthracite for the vear were 1,067.170 tons, 
against 2.168.558 tons in 1901. or a deficien- 
cy of more than 1,000,000 tons. Owing to 
the vast quantities of foreign coal which 
have been imported, the figures in bitu- 
minous coal show a good balance on the 
right side of the ledger. The totals for 
1902 are 3,226,028, whereas the amount in 
1901 was only 2,648,861. That the shortage 
is only 600,000 shows a great increase in 
receipts for November and December. 
for early in October the shortage was 
more than 1,000,000 tons. 

With about 300,000 tons of soft coal com. 
ing from abroad during the present month 
and in February, the shortage should be 
materially reduced before the end of cold 
weather. 

Maryland, West Virginia and Pennsy!]- 
vania have heretofore championed the 
tariff on coal. Under its more or less 
beneficent influence the mines of Nova 
Scotia have been shut out from the 
United States market in ordinary seasons, 
and, when admitted under pressure, as in 
the case at present, consumers pay tariff 
under the carbon restriction. The rate 
on bituminous coal] is 67 cents per ton.

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MILLARD LEE CASE {TO HONOR DAY 


COMES UP MONDAY 


Demurrer to Insanity Affidavit to Be 


Argued In Supreme Court. 


IMPORTANT POINT INVOLVED 


State Contends That Physician’s Af- 
fidavit Must Specify That Lee 
Has Become Insane Since 
Time of the Murder 
Trial. 


The demurrer presented by the state, 
and which knocked out of the criminal 
Superior court the insanity trial of Mii- 
lard Lee, under sentence of death for 
the murder of Miss Lilla May Suttles, 
will be argued before the supreme court 
on Monday. That tribunal is expected 
to hand down an opinion within the next 
two or three weeks. 

The sustaining of the demurrer’ by 
Judge I. S. Roan caused to be thrown 
out of court the affidavit, sworn to by 
Dr. Westmoreland and on which the 
insanity trial was based. The state con- 
tended that it was insufficient in that it 
did not specify that Lee had become 
insane since the murder trial, but merely 
Stated that he was insane at the time 
the affidavit was made. Should the su- 
peme court sustain Judge Roan, the de- 
fense would then have to secure another 
affidavit, to the effect that the prisoner 
has become insane since the murder trial, 
before he would be tried to determine 
the question of his sanity. Should the 
demurrer be reversed, however, then the 
trial would proceed on the first affidavit. 

After the insanity trial had begun, So- 
hicitor Charlie Hill offered the demurrer 
On the above stated ground. Judge Roan 
sustained the demurrer and the trial 
came to an abrupt end. Attorney Reuben 
Arnold, Jr., of Arnold & Arnold, counsel 
for Lee, then appealed the case to the 
supreme court. 

The point on which the fight is being 
made is of great importance to the pris- 
oner, as it is believed that he would de- 
rive much advantage from a trial on the 
present affidavit. It is regarded a difficult 
matter for physicians to determine the 
question of the exact time insanity had 
its inception in an insane person and for 
this reason the defense, it ds thought, 
would find it much easier to go into 
the trial in an effort to prove that Lee 
is now insane, instead of proving that 
he has become insane sin¢e the murder 
trial. Solicitor Hill will appear for the 
state and Attorney Arnold for the pris- 
oner at the hearing before the supreme 
court. 


Respite Expires May 1. 

The last respite granted by Governor 
Terrell staying the execution of the death 
sentence on Lee, expires on May 1. If 
the prisoner is given a trial on the in- 
sanity plea before that time, and if he 
is found insane, another respite will be 
unnecessary; but should he be found 
Sane, the sentence would again have to 
be stayed. It is stated that a verdict 
of sanity would mean the carrying of 
the case to the supreme court again. 

A decision from that court would prob- 
ably not be rendered before next fall, 
and it might be that final settlement of 
the case would not be reached before the 
latter part of .we year. Should the pris- 
oner be declared insane he would be im- 
medtately sent to the state insane asy- 
lum at Milledgeville. 

Judge Roan has named the fourth Mon- 
day in April, the 27th, as the date for the 
convening of the criminal superior court, 
and if Lee secures another trial it will 
probably be set for the first of the ses- 
sion. The docket for the court for the 
coming session, so far, is very light and 
contains no cases of special public inter- 
est. The grand jury is expected to hold 
a session before court begins, but the 
date has not been announced by Solicitor 
Hill.

TO PREVENT ANIMAL DISEASES. 


New Set of Rules Issued by Secretary 
of Agriculture. 
Washington, March 12.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture today announced a 
new code of regulations, revoking those 
of April 15, 1887, for the Suppression and 
extirpation of contagious and infectious 
diseases among domestic animals in the 
United States. The new regulations re- 
quire all persons owning, managing or 
transporting animals to exercise reason- 
able diligence to ascertain that the ani- 
mals are not affected with any contagious 
or infectious disease, nor exposed by con- 
tact with other animals so affected or by 
being in pens or stables contaminated by 
diseased animals before such persons of- 
fer them for transportation or introduce 
them into public stock yards or on public 

highways or lines of interstate traffic. 

All persons having charge of affected 
or exposed animals are required to keep 
them confined and away from other ani- 
mals, and no person controlling premises 
or vehicles where: diseased or exposed 
animals have been shall allow them to be 
occupied by healthy animals until the 
danger of infection is removed. Any 
state or territory or District of Columbia 
where there exists a contagious or in- 
fectious disease among animals is to be 
considered an infected locality. 

The shipment of susceptible animals 
into or through an infected locality will 
be governed by these regulations and 
any subsequent orders of the secretary 
of agriculture, and vehicles used for their 
transportation must be cleaned and dis- 
infected according to the secretary's or- 
ders, 

Violation of these regulations or other 
similar orders of the secretary of agri- 
culture is made punishable by a fine of 
$100 to $1,000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment.

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BOND DECISION 
WON BY CITIES 


Unearned Interest Held Not tc 
Be a Part of Debt, 


Supreme Court Says Interest Which 
Is Not Due Cannot Be Consid- 
ered in Arriving at Consti- 
tutional Limit—Can Sell 
Their Bonds. 


In arriving at the constitytional limit 
of county and municipal bond issues, 
unearned interest 1s not to be consid- 
ered, says the supreme court in its de- 
cision rendered yesterday in the cases 
of Epping against the mayor and coun- 
ci) of Columbus and Roff against _the 
mayor and councli of Calhoun. 

The supreme court’s decision in these 
cases is what was expected; it relieves 
many cities, towns and counties in the 
state of an embarrassment in_ their 
financial affairs which, had the decis- 
ion been the reverse of what it is, would, 


in many instances, have proven serious. 
Counties and municipalities under the 
constitution are empowered to issue 
bonds to the extent of seven per cent of 
their taxable property. By the de- 
cision of the supreme court only the 
principal of such bonds and any inter- 
est due and unpaid, is considered a part 
of such bonded debt within the mean- 
ing of the constitution and in arriving 
at the amount of bonds which can be 
issued under the constitutional provision 
in question. 

This decision not only relieves the sit- 
vation for Columbus and Calhoun, but 
it is of the greatest importance to At- 
lanta in view of the fact that this city 
contemplates the issuance of $800,000 of 
bonds for the purpose of improving its 
water-vorHs and sewer system. Had 
the decision of the supreme court held 
that unearned interest was a part of 
the bonded debt, Atlanta could not have 
issued these bonds, because the consti- 
tutional limit for this city would have 
Leen exceeded. The same is true of 
other cities in the state which have a 
lerge amount of bonds outstanding and 
which which find it necessary to put 
others on the market for the purpose of 
making much needed public improve- 
ments. 


What the Court Holds. 

In interpreting the constitutional pro- 
vision in question, the supreme court 
holds that the words used therein should 
be taken in their popular sense, Where 
a word has a “echnical as well as a 
popular meaning, the court says, the 
courts will generally accord to it its 
popular signification, because  constt- 
tutions are the result of the popular will 
and their words are to be understood 
ordinarily in the sense they convey to 
the popular mind. The court then takes 
up the word ‘‘debt’’ as it appears in 
this section of the constitution. In the 
popular sense, the court says, the debt 
of an individual. a corporation or a 
state, is the principal and accrued in- 
terest on a given date. Unearned inter- 
est is not, in such a sense, a part of the 
debt. : 

Upon this subject the court's headnote 
is as follows: 

6. The debt of a municipal corporation, 
vithin the meaning of that provision of 
the constitution which prohibits such a 
corporation from incurring a debt that 
cxceeds seven per centum of the assessed 
valuation of all the taxable property 
within the municipality, is to be ascer- 
tained by adding to the principal of all 
cutstanding indebtedness the amount of 
all acerued interest that may be past 
cue and payable on the day the amount 
of the debt is to be fixed. In ascer- 
betaining such debt, future interest that 
is not due on the day it becomes neces- 
sary to fix the sum of indebtedness is 
not, within the true intent of the con- 
ftitution, a part of the debt of the mu- 
nicipality. 

The court then goes on to say that 4 
Icng continued and unquestioned inter- 
pretation of a paragraph of the consti- 
tution by the general assembiy, by the 
executive or other officers, constitutes a 
weighty argument in favor of the cor- 
rectness of that interpretation. 

The ruling in this case, the court says, 
is not in conflict with the opinion of a 
wajority of the court in the famous pub- 
lic property fund case, because the ques- 
tion there involved was whether the 
public property fund could be used to 
pay accrued interest at a time when no 
part of the principal of such debt was 
extinguished. The majority of the court 
held that the fund could be uséd for the 
payment of such interest as was due 
iwhether any part of the principal was 
paid or not. 


The Cases in Question. 

The further headnotes of the court’s 
decision deal with points that apply 
specifically to the cases of the Columbus 
and the Calhoun bonds. Points were 
made against the legality of the notice 
of election and against the legality of 
the elections themselves. In practically 
ali instances the court's decision is in 
fuvor of the municipaity, sustaining the 
action of the lower court which ordered 
the bonds validated. 

In the case of Epping against Colum- 
bus it was sougnt to prevent the valida- 
tion of $250,000 of bonds which the peo- 
ple voted to issue for the purpose of 
building a public waterworks system. 
The plaintiff in the case is connected 
with the waterworks company at Co- 
lumbus, which is a private corporation, 
cnd which sought to prevent the valida- 
tion of the bond issue. Many other 
roints were made in the case besides 
that relative to considering the interest 
a part of the debt, but the court sus- 
tained the action of the superior court 
of Muscogee county in validating the 
Londs ard they will now be placed on 
the market for the purpose stated. 

The town of Calhoun in Gordon county 
soughi to issué only $5,000 of bonds for 
the purpose of building school houses. 
Aron Roff, a citizen, sought to prevent 
the vahdation of these bunds, the prin-

Lawson says he is going in to lick 
Walthour if it is posible for him to do 
so. He likes Bobby all right, but he has 
entered the pace following business with 
the object of winning, and Walthour will 
have to give an account of himself. 

When Jack Prince came to Atlanta 
some years ago, and built the first Coli- 
seum track, and when Bobby Walthour 
was just beginning his racing career as 
a sprinter, and was competing against 
Eddie Bald, Floyd McFarland, Jay Eaton 
and many other cracks of that day, 
Prince stated a number of times before 
the audience that in Bobby Walthour 
Atlanta would some day see the world’s 
champion. Ag to how well his predic- 
tion has come true everybody knows. 

Now Prince steps forth before the At- 
lanta people and makes another predic- 
tion, which is that Gussie Lawson is des- 
tained to become the world’s champion. 

Gus Castle backs this prediction up-by 


‘saying there is no getting around the 


fact that Gussie Lawson’s style of fol- 
lowing pace is equal to any in the world. 
He has caught the “knack” of getting 
close to the motor, andthe space be- 
tween his front wheel and the rear of the 
motor would hardly admit the passing of 
a slip of paper. 

This is the aim of all pace followers, 
and with all of the best men in the game 
this ig what they strive for. Lawson 
has this down to a fine point, and among 
the best judges of riders today who have 
watched him on the wheel the opinion 
prevails that Lawson is a natura] born 
pace follower. As for nerve, he has dem- 
onstrated this before the Atlanta audi- 
ence time and time again in his superb 
work as a pacemaker, and carrying his 
man, Walthour, through tight squeezes, 
when it was nerve and a clear, level 
head that was needed. 

There is no unfriendly feling between 
Bob and Gussie; on the other hand, both 
think as much of ¢ach other as brothers, 
but Gussie is in the pace following game 
to win, and his record so far entitles him 
to a call on Walthour for a race. 

To win, even though it be only one 
heat from Bobby would mean worlds to 
him. He has ridden in Jacksonvillle in 
1:27, which shows that he has speed. 

Lawson is undoubtedly one of the best 
pacemakers in the world. He thoroughly 
understands all that is needed in pace- 
making, and with this he has a slight 
advantage over Walthour. He is a fast 
rider, and with his speed he should put 
up one of the closest races ever seen on 
the Atlanta track. 

This race takes place next Tuesday 
night, and the tickets will go on sale 
thig morning at Folger Bros., at 9 o’clock. 

In connection with the match race be- 
tween Walthour and Lawson will be a 
l-mile amateur handicap race, with en- 
tries limited to twenty riders, in heats 
and semi-finals.
